HIn  writing  a  history  of  the  Fracker  family,  the  Editor  has 
been  confronted  with  a  condition  which  has  both  helped  and  hinder¬ 
ed  him.  It  arises  from  the  fact  that  while  there  has  been  discov¬ 
ered  but  one  family  of  Fr ackers  in  America,  (all  descended  from 
Thomas,  of  Boston),  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  trace  his  lin¬ 
eage  and  ancestry  either  in  this  country  or  abroad  after  strenuous 


efforts  and  no  little  expense.  The  conclusion  is  inevitable  that 
Fracker  is  not  the  correct  or  original  spelling  of  the  name,  but 
we  are  forced  to  believe  that  either  Thomas,  or  one  cf  his  ancestors, 
changed  or  corrupted  the  name  from  perhaps  some  similar  one,  such 
as  Fraker,  Fricker,  Farquhar,  Foraker  or  something  having  the  sound 
but  not  the  spelling  of  the  name  Fracker.  Whether  Thomas  came  orig¬ 
inally  from  French,  English,  Scotch  or  Swiss  parentage  is  a  ques¬ 
tion  yet  unsettled,  and  so  far  there  seems  to  be  very  little  chance 
or  prospect  of  determining  this,  to  us,  almost  vital  question.  The 
preponderance  of  rumor  seems  to  locate  him  in  France,  but  it  is  mere¬ 
ly  rumor,  with  no  data  of  any  kind  to  corrooerate  it.  The  fact, 
however,  of  there  being  but  cue  family  of  Frackers  in  America,  so 
far  as  known ,  has  made  it  easy  for  the  editor  to  gather  history  of 
its  individual  members,  for  there  has  never  arisen  any  necessity  of 
asking  a  Fracker:

,s Mr .  John  Arthur  Fenno  of  Boston,  a  descendant  of  Thomas 
Fracker,  has  discovered  a  record  which  seems  to  be  a  history  of  the 
father  of  the  Thomas  Fracker  named  on  the  following  pages. 

Mr.  May,  a  genealogist  of  Boston^  has  been  looking  up  the 
old  records  of  various  places  and  from  the  Records  of  the  Old  Sec¬ 
ond  Church  on  Hanover  Street,  Boston,  Mass.,  he  finds  the  name  of 
Thomas  Fricker  whom  he  thinks  is  the  father  of  uur  ancestor,  Thomas 
Fracker.  He  was  married  three  times  as  fo.llcv<s: 

Jane  Howard,  August  28,  1746. 

Sarah  Cooper,  February  17,  1757. 

Susanna  Tolman,  April  22,  1762.

Marrisgew&s  performed  by  the  Reverend  Andrew  Elliot. 
v?hen  married  the  last  time  his  name  v/as  spelled  Fracker.  The 
records  further  show  that  Thomas  Fricker  was  admitted  to  the 
church  March  24,  1765,  and  Susanna  Fricker  admitted  February  23, 
1766.  Susanna  (supposed  widow)  married  October  11,  1770,  Jo¬ 
seph  Lewis. 


This  would  show  that  this  Thomas  Fricker  died  sometime 
bet?;een  1765  and  1770  when  his  son  Thomas,  born  1751,  would  have 
been  something  over  fourteen  years  of  age. 

The  records  show  that  children  of  this  Thomas  Fricker 
and  Jane  Howard,  his  first  wife,  were  baptized  as  follows:

It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  quite  remarkable  that  no  record  of  Thomas  Fracker 's  marriage 
to  either  of  these  Clark  sisters  is  to  be  found  in  the  records  of 
Quincy  or  any  of  the  near  by  suburbs,  which  records  have  been  re¬ 
cently  removed  to  Boston. 

Captain  Samuel  Clark  was  99  years  and  9  months  old  at 
the  time  of  his  death  and  his  wife  lived  to  be  more  than  98{?)  years 
old;  a  record  of  longevity  which  is  maintained  in  the  long  life  of 
Thomas  Fr acker's  first  child,  granddaughter  of  this  old  couple, 

Sarah  (Fracker)  Jones  who  died  at  the  age  of  91,  and  of  her  son, 
Joseph  Davis  Jones,  who  lived  to  be  one  hundred  and  one  years  and 
thirteen  days  old. 

Samuel  Clark  and  Sarah  Tileston  had  eleven  children.

George  Fracker  (son  of  Thomas)  was  born  at  Boston,  Mass., 
February  23,  1795.  He  went  to  sea  ana  sailed  from  Rio  Janeiro  as 
second  .officer  on  the  English  ship  Jane  bound  for  Buenos  Ayres  but 
was  wrecked  at  the  entrance  of  the  River  La  Plata,  September,  1817, 
He  was  the  sole  survivor  and  swam  ashore  at  midnight  in  a  heavy  sea 
with  a  broken  leg  and  many  severe  cuts  and  bruises.  After  lying 
for  several  days  in  an  empty  wine  cask  on  the  beach  he  was  rescued 
by  a  native,  ile  married,  first ,  Lucy  Ann  pittman  «.r»d  bad  several 


children.  After  her  death  he  married  Fanny  Lewis  Richardson,  Nov* 

26,  1828  (Thanksgiving  eve),  at  Roxbury,  Mass.  She  was  sixteen  and 
and  he  was  thirty-three  years  old.  They  resolved  to  go  west  and 
named  their  oldest  son  Charles  "West”  as  a  record  of  this  resolution. 
They  moved  from  Boston  to  Zanesville,  Ohio,  and  from  there  to  Wash¬ 
ington,  Ohio,  where  he  engaged  in  banking.  Later  they  moved  to 
Iowa  City,  Iowa,  where  he  died  October  12,  1381,  and  his  wife  died
